Construe this passage literally or fig­ 
urativ ely as you will, it moans this: That 
suppose a man capable of ov ercoming 
such a habit as intemperance and expel 
ing the enemy from his heart—that he 
could cleanse himself from the guilt he 
has contracted by sin, end start again 
pure and undcflled—there will cornea 
time, sooner or later, when the enemy of 
God and man will return in sev enfold 
might, and then if the soul be empty, no 
Spirit of God dwelling within to resist In­ 
truding foes and v unquish them by His 
Omnipotence; the tempted one w it be 
again ov ercome, and falling again into 
•in, the last state will be worse than the 
first. 
Observ ation shows this; that a man 
who has v iolated his pledge, forgotten his 
solemn v ows and has fallen again into 
dissipation—that such a man plunges 
deeper into v ice, becomes more recMeas 
more hopelessly enthralled than ev er be­ 
fore. And docs not the awful fact teach 
us this—that Div ine Grace can alone be 
sufficient for the weakness which is drawn 
away of its awn lusts and enticed? thnt 
in the hour of trial wnen ev il returns in 
sev enfold strength, the tempted one can 
only conquer through Him Who lov ed us 
and gav e Himself for us? Div ine forgiv e­ 
ness can alone remit the guilt of sin, and 
Div ine Grace alone uphold in the hour of 
trial. The Stronger than the strong must 
bind the ev il one and cast him out, and 
make us more than conquerors through 
His mighty power.

The inv ento r o f “the tho u sand-mile 
sp eaker,” o ne Chiang Shu n-hsin o f Hu i- 
eho u , flo u rished du ring the reign o f 
Kang-hsi, du ring p arts o f tho sev en­ 
teenth and eighteenth centu ries. 
He 
wro te o n o ccu lt science, astro no my , and 
fo reign p hy sics, and the ab o v e descrip ­ 
tio n o f his inv entio n was co p ied fro m 
his wo rks into a p ro v incial ency clo p edia. 
At the same time tho latter wo rk was 
p u b lished—in the reign o f Kien Lu ng— 
there was no lo nger an instru ment o f 
this kind in tho p ro v ince, as the in­ 
genio u s inv entio n ap p ears to hav e p er­ 
ished with the stu dent who co ntriv ed 
it.

During this part of the ex aminftion the 
witness was closely pressed, and it was shown 
that his testimony b efore the committee was 
delib erate perjury. 
The witness seemed to 
want tho house to fall on him; he looked this 
way and that, appealed with b riming eyos 
b ut speechless to the prosecution to spare 
him, b ut ob tained no sympathy, and as ques­ 
tion after question was asked and answers 
forced front him all showing that his whole 
testimony b efore the senate committee was a 
tissue of lies told under oath, he looked like 
a hunted annimal. 
Sometimes he would answer to questions 
regarding the truth of his testimony b efore 
the committee that he didn’t recollect, then 
the attorney would ask: 
“ Is it true or false?” “ False.” 
“ And you knew it to b e false when you 
gave itf’ “ Yes."

The Jap anese Minister receives 
$20,000 y early , and lie is « no of the 
most valuable men in tho dip lomatic 
circle. 
Tho wealthiest foreig n minister 
is the rep resentative of China, who al­ 
way s g oes about in Chinese costume, 
and who has the rep utation of being a 
g reat statesman at home. 
This man’s 
name is Chang Yin Huan, and his father 
was, when he died, one of the richest 
men in China.

been of late y ears more and more in­ 
sisted on, and are now to bo found in 
use in the best-reg ulated factories. 
This is esp ecially the case with reg ard 
to those dusts comp osed of minute 
ang ular p articles of stone or metal, such 
as are p roduced in the op erations of 
g rinding and p olishing , and which tend 
to p roduce fatal disease of the throat 
and lung s. 
Another sp ecially dang er­ 
ous class of dusts are those w hich act 
not so much mechanically as by their 
chemical 
p rop erties—the 
p oisonous 
dusts, as they may be called. 
Such 
dusts are found in color-g rinding estab­ 
lishments, in white-lead works, in work­ 
shop s for the manufacture of artificial 
flowers, etc., the dang erous element 
being in most cases lead or arsenic. 
With reg ard to arsenical p ap er-hang ­ 
ing s, whatever may be thoug ht as to 
the p robability of the p roduction of 
disease by the slow' and continued evo­ 
lution of arseniureted hy drog en—and it 
seems to us that more ex p eriment and 
observation is needed in this direction—- 
there can be no doubt as to the dang ers 
of the dust derived from the surface of 
such p ap ers. 
Then 
we have the 
ordinary street dust, larg ely comp osed 
of finely p ulverized horse-dung , which 
not only annoy s us when walking or 
driving , but which p ermeates our houses, 
and there, reinforced by fresh clouds 
raised by the housemaid’s broom, covers 
furniture, books, and p ictures with its 
g ray shroud. 
There is, nevertheless, 
something to be said in favor of this 
p lag ue of dust; wo should be badly off 
in some resp ects without it. 
All or­ 
dinary air contains dust, and the p ar­ 
ticles of dust in the air form centers of 
condensation for the watery vap or in 
the air, thus g iving rise to fog s, clouds, 
and rain. 
If there were no dust in the 
air, whenever tho air became sup er­ 
saturated witli 
moisture the latter 
w ould condense and dep osit on all solid 
bodies with which it came in contact.

burned old women for witches, dotards 
for warlocks, and idiots for werewolves; 
but in its g entle asp ect, it often threw a 
vail of charity over man and beast. Tho 
Greek rustic, who found a water newt 
wrig g ling in his g ourd, tossed the little 
creature back into the stream, remem­ 
bering that it was the unfortunato 
Ascalap ius, whom the wrath of Demeter 
bath consig ned to this loathsome doom. 
The mediaeval housewife, when startled 
by a g aunt wolf g azing throug h her 
kitchen window, bethoug ht her that 
this mig ht be her lost husband, roam­ 
ing help less and bewitched, and so g av e 
the starving creature food. 
I) was it war wolf in the wood ? 
Or was it mermaid in the nea? 
Or was it man, or vile woman? 
My ain true love, that misshap ed thee? 
The West Indian neg ress still be­ 
stows chicken soup instead of scalding 
water on the invading army of black 
ants, believing that if kindly treated 
they will show their g ratitude in the 
only way that ants can manifest it—by 
taking their dep arture. 
Granted that in these acts of g entle­ 
ness there are traces of fear and self- 
consideration ; but who shall say that 
all our g ood deeds are not built up on 
some such trestle work of foibles?

And what 
universal p oliteness has been fostered 
by the terror that sup erstition breeds, 
what delicate eup hemisms containing 
the very soul of courtesy ! Consider 
the Greeks, who christened tho dread 
furies “Eumenides,”or “g racious ones;” 
the Scotch who warily sp oke of the 
devil as the “g ood man,” lest his sharp 
ears should catch a more unflattering 
title; the Dy ak, who resp ectfully men­ 
tions the small-p ox as “the chief;” the 
East Indian who calls the tig er “lord” 
or “g randfather;” and the Lap lander, 
who g racefully alludes to the white 
bear as “the fur-clad one,” and then re­ 
alize what p erfection of breeding was 
involved in what we are wont to call 
ig norant credulity . 
Ag ain, in the stress of modern life, 
how little room is left for that most 
comfortablo vanity which whisp ers in 
our ears that failures are not faults! 
Now we are taug ht from infancy tliat we 
must rise or fall up on our own merits; 
that vig ilance wins success, and incap ac­ 
ity means ruin. But before the world had 
g rown so p itilessly log ical there was no 
lack of ex cuses for the defeated, and of 
unflattering comments for the strong . 
Did some shrewd Cornish miner op en a 
rich vein of ore; then it was ap p arent 
to his fellow toilers that the knackers 
had been at work, leading him on by 
their my sterious tap p ing to this more 
fruitful field. 
But let him p roceed 
warily , for the knacker, like its Ger­ 
man brother, the kobold, is but a cap ri­ 
cious sp rite, and some day may beg uile 
him into a my sterious p assag e or long 
forg otten chamber in the mine, whence 
lie shall never more return. 
His bones 
will whiten in their p rison, while his 
sp irit, wandering restlessly among the 
subterranean corridors, will bo heard 
on Christmas eve, hammering wearily 
away till the g ray dawn brig htens in 
tho east.

In respone to a communication of in­ 
quiry wo giv e the following, compiled 
from the most arthoritativ o and relia­ 
ble sources: 
In tho hogiuning of the 
Dev olution a v ariety of flags were dis­ 
play ed in the rev olted colonies. 
After 
tho battle of Lex ington tho Connecticut 
troops display ed on their standards tho 
arms of the colony with tho motto; 
Q ui tra n stu lit su stin e t; and later, by 
the act of the Prov incial Congress, the 
regiments were distinguished by the v a­ 
rious colors of their flags. 
It is uncer­ 
tain what flag, if any , was used by the 
Americans at the battle of Bunker Hill. 
The first armed v essels commissioned 
bv W ashington sailed under tho flag 
adopted by the Prov incial Congress of 
Massachusetts as tho one to bo borne on 
the flag of tho cruisers of that colony — 
“ a white flag with a green pine tree.” 
The first republican flag unfurled in the 
Southern States—blue, with a white 
crescent in tho upper corner nex t to the 
staff—was designed by Col. William 
Moultrie, of Charleston, S. G., at tho 
request of tho Comraitteo of Safety , and 
was hoisted on the fortifications of that 
city in September, 17 7 5. 
The official organ of 
the “ grand 
Union” flag is inv olv ed in obscurity 
At the time of its adoption at Cam 
bridge the colonies still acknowledger 
tho legal rights of the mother country 
and therefore 
retained the blendec 
crosses of St. George and St. Andrews, 
changing only the flehl of the old en­ 
sign for the thirteen stripes emblem 
atic of their union. 
The color 
of 
the stripes may hav e been suggested 
by the red flag of the army , and the 
white flag of the nav y , prev iously in 
use. 
Congress resolv ed, on J uno 14, 
17 7 7 ,“ that the flog of the thirteen United 
States be thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new constellation.” 
This is the first recorded legislativ e ac­ 
tion for the adoption of a national flag. 
The thirteen stars were arranged in a 
circle, although no form was prescribed 
officially . 
The flag thus adopted re­ 
mained unchanged until 17 9 4, when, on 
motion of Senator Bradley , of New 
York, it was resolv ed that from and 
after May 1, 17 9 5, 
“ the flag of the 
United States be fifteen stripes, alter­ 
nate red and white, that the union be 
fifteen stars, 
white in a blue field.” 
This was the fiug used in the war of 
18 12-14. 
This act made no prov isions 
for future alterations, and none were 
made until 18 18 , although sev eral new 
States had meanwhile been admitted 
into the Union. 
In 18 16 , on tho admission of Indiana, 
a committee was appointed “ to inquire 
into tho ex pediency of altering the 
flag.” 
A bill was reported on J anuary 
2, 18 18 , but was not acted on, which 
embodied tho suggestions of Capt. Sam­ 
uel C. lteid, a distinguished nav al offi-
